LAWYERS’ VIEWS. 


Reasons Why the Bonds 
Should not Carry. 


O KOUSDS FO B AN IN JU N C TIO N . 


The Im portant Question Discnsged 
iu a Convincing Manner—The 
Engineer’s Views. 


This is au address to those of our fellow citi- 
zeus who earnestly desire to take the quickest 
way for obtaining relief for our city sewerage, 
and also the quickest way for obtaining the 
money required for that purpose. 
We think we can dem onstrate to those who 
w ill cAlmly and intelligently consider the facts 
to which we herein refer, that the voting of the 
sewer bonds as now proposed by our City Conn 
cil is the slowest way to the attainm ent of 
either of tne objects above stated; 
First—We all knew that the construction of 
the lengthy and difficult Ballona sew er under 
tho most favorable circum stances, and w ithout 
any delays from Injunction suits, would re­ 
quire as a m echanical necessity at least two 
vears to comple e It to the tea, and that until it 
be entirely completed, not one drop of sewage 
can be deposited in it; so tbat probably not be­ 
fore the fall of 1891 could tbat sew er afford 
any relief for the accum ulating sewage of the 
city—even if no obstacles be placed in the way 
of its construction 
Secondly—Wo tannot reasonably anticipate 
tbat no obNtvclc will be placed in the waj of its 
construction. On the contrary, no reflecting, 
intelligent m an can expect anything short of 
the most obstinate, difficult and dilatory ob­ 
struct ions to be preaented against the carrying 
out of that schome. 
The vote In favor of those bonds, as now pre­ 
sented. will moBt assuredly be im m ediately fol­ 
lowed by injunction suits—perhaps in several 
different sli tpes—but all aim ed at obstructing 
tho bui'ding or use of the sewer 
Such Buits as these may be instituted, to 
wit:1st. To restrain the issuance of the bonds 
applicable to this sewer. 
2d, To restrain the sale of such bonds if they 
should be issued. 
3d. To tn jo in the construction of said 
sewer. 
4>h. To enjoin the use of 6aid sewer. 
That at least ouo or m ore of such injunctions 
can bo successfully obtained we think can 
scarcely be doubted, and surely no careful law ­ 
yer will venture the positive assertfou to the 
contrary. 
For, in addition to the facts aud 
circum stances calling for such injunctions in 
ordinary csRes, there are peculiar and extra­ 
ordinary facts and circum stances in this case 
which em inently address them selves to a court 
of equity, aud im peratively dem and the exer­ 
cise of its restraining powers. 
The peculiar situation and condition of 8aata 
Monica and its euvirous; the peculiar .objects 
and purposes for which that placo has been 
settled and built up and im proved, and for 
which it Is now the resoit of the thousands 
who go there for the enjojm ent of its attrac­ 
tions, arc facts to be well considered, and 
especially iu connection w ith the m ore im­ 
portant fact that the prosperity and very life of 
the p ace (including its environs, which extend 
ou both sides the proposed sewor) depends cn 
Its preserving,- unim paired, unpolluted and 
untarnished, both in fact and in reputation, 
the purity of its charm ing seA bathing, the 
cleanliness of its sands and beach walks, the 
hea.thfnlness of its atm osphere and bracing 
bret /es. These are considerations w hich pecu­ 
liarly and (Specially cry aloud against the 
em ptying of the sewage of Los Angeles city at 
a point w hence all of the above-m entioned 
peculiar attractions and sources of llfo and 
rroNpority w ould be endangered, if not actu­ 
ally destroyed. 
Ou the other hand are to he considered the 
peculiar sltuatipu, condition and circum stances 
cf the city of l<os Angeles, having on its south 
and southeast borders m any thousands of acres 
of porous, dry. sandy plains, buugering and 
thirsting for this tam e sewage, the use of 
w hich on thote lauds would o*U‘e the produc­ 
tion of im m ense crops of valuable vegetation, 
and at the saíne tim e afford a ready, economl 
cal and harm less outlet for the city's sewage 
for pe1 hups every day iu the year 
It also en­ 
joys the further icourity for the disposition of 
any surplus sewage which m ay not be required 
ou those plains in the few extraordinary occa­ 
sion* of heavy w inter storms, in having the 
broad and sandy bed of the Loe Angeles river, 
adjacent to thqse plain*, into which Buch 
surplus could be readily turned, and whence 
those high floodB would carry it to the sea in 60 
diluted a condition as to be im perceptible and 
harm less to anyone. The sold surplus sewage 
and sewage water in those extraordinary occa­ 
sions w ould ha thus retucned natur&lh 
into the river, whence the water was 
tiken, aud the city only exercising the 
natural right which she lawfully enjoys of us­ 
ing the Los Angeles river for her necetsary aud 
natural purposes—a right w hich can no more 
be dcuicd to the city of Los Angeles than the 
right to use the R iver Seine can be denied to 
the city of Paris. 
These and other sim ilar facts being shown to 
a court of equity, and it thus appearing that 
the barbarous threat and attem pt of Los Ange­ 
les to endanger If not ruin her neighbors of 
Santa M onica as above referred to would not 
only be fataliy dam aging to tbe people of the 
latter place, but im m ensely extravagant and 
wasteful, and entirely unnecessary for the city 
of l.os Angeles. 
We m ust not delude ourselves by supposing 
that the question as to w hether tho emptying of 
oar sewage on tbe Bhore* of Santa Monica will 
be harm ful or not to the people of that vicinage 
will hereafter be left to the neighb, rly con­ 
science and decision of the City Council who 
have *o fir taken it upon them selves to decide 
that Santa Monica should take the m edicine, 
whether it be good or bad for her and w hether 
she likes it or not. Ou the contrary, we m ust 
henceforth look for our standing lu the highest 
conria of the State, perhaps of the United 
Mates, where Santa Monica will occupy s posi­ 
tion cf dignity equal to that of our own bully­ 
ing m nn cipality. 
We m ust recognize the fact that she w ill then 
have risen from the suppliant attitude in w hich 
she is now entreating for our fotbearance, and, 
with ilevated crest of defiance and indigna* ion, 
will ¡esi t w ith the cm rgy of desperation on* 
barbarous attem pt to outrage aud destroy her 
She has able and influential m en in Lcr borders 
who km w how and will dare to prelect her 
rights, who have given us am ple w arning, tbat 
they will for that purpose employ the best legal 
talent and resort to the highest courts in our 
country to enjoin and preveDt that Rallona 
scheme. It is thus plain to us all that our vote 
iu favor of the bonds at the coming election 
m eans the ir definite postponem ent of the 
building of our sewer system , as now propos d, 
and also of the use of the money required for 
that purpose. For if our vote is in favor of the 
bonds for that sewer, and the bone's are tied 
inp, or the building of the sewer enjoined, how 
aud when can we rem edy our m istake ’ That 
is indeed a difficult question to answer. The 
City Council will have apparently exhausted 
Its power ou the subject and will have no 
power to re 'race its steps or pronose another 
route or another scheme. We will sim ply be 
tied up until tbe Legislature can m eet and help 
us out of our difficulty. 
If, ou the contrary, we vote against those 
bonds a* now proposed, all of our difficulties 
can be quickly remedied. 
The Council will at once, under that signifi­ 
cant dem and of the people, pass its ordiuauce 
proposing a different and proper system for the 
disposition of our sewage—to wit, some natural 
and practical system by way (f the Los An- 
Í 
eles river, aud the Im m euse sandy pi las ad 
■ cent there'o. Some system in the nature of 
tbat above suggested or som ewhat according 
to the practical course now in actual use, and 
in progress by the thrifty m auagers of the 
South Side Irrigation Company. This plan 
woald, iu a short time, aud at com paratively 
sm all expense, afford us the desired outlet for 
the disposition of our sewage, would provoke 
no injunctions, and w ould cause no delay*. 
The bond* w ou'd bo voted unanim ously, and 
sold w ithout question as to their validi>y. The 
required m oney would be toon realized, and In 
hand for distribution am ongst the num erous 
em ployes and tradesm en who w ould be re­ 
quired to furnish m aterial aud labor for the 
work, and all of us would feel satisfied that the 
m oney was being well spent.

RNOINRRRINO VIEWS. 
W hile it is conceded that this city needs 
newer*, there Is a difference of opinion as to the 
m anner of disposing of tbe sewsge m atter. 
If the plan of the City Council, to ruu the 
sew age-raatter by m eans of an outfall sewer 
Into thi m s , bo carried out, and the population 
of thlB city should increase as wo hope aud 
believe it will, In a few years the larger part of 
the water pf the river, and eventually the 
entire stream , will flud its way through the 
outfall sewer Into tbe sea, and If this water, 
w ithdraw n from its present use for irrigation, 
goen to waste, tho gardens and orchadrs, now 
owing their life to irrigation, w ill die, aud tbe 
land in the vicinity of Los Angeles be strip­ 
ped of It* charm s and beauty, 
We cannot put too m uoh stress upon the fact 
that the w ater ol Lo* Angeles rir tr m ust be 


used for irrigation, and not be perm itted to 
run to tbe sea. 
In this sem i iropic country, with an abund­ 
ance of land and a scarcity of w ater, the gen­ 
eral farm ing depends on the quantity of m oist­ 
ure m ore than on tbe land; not a drop of water 
ought to be perm itted to run to waste. 
The sewage m atter ought to be filtered at the 
southern end of the city, and the purified w ater 
used lor irrigation. 
If irrigators w ould organize one or m ore dis­ 
tricts under tho W ilghtlaw , they coaid control 
the sewage water system atically, and em ploy it 
so that it would be a benefit to them selves, and 
m ake no nuisance, either for them selves or 
their neighbors. 
If they choose they can 
purify deodorize, strain, filter, precipitate, or 
treat it iu such a m anner as to m ake it unob­ 
jectionable. 
Tbe ronte as proposed for the ontfsll sew er 
ruus from the southw est corner of the city 
along the right of way of the railroad In a 
westerly direction about six m iles, thence leav­ 
ing tbe railroad right of way the route la in a 
southw esterly d in ctlon a distance of about six 
mUes to tbe ocean, or a total distance of about 
twelve m iles. 
The railroad right of way is only fifty feet 
wide for nearly tbe w hole distance of six m iles; 
the sewer as proposed would he w ithin a dis­ 
ta n 'e of about twenty feet from the center of 
the track. The heavy jar of trains passiDg w ould 
crack the brickwork, and In tim e deatroy it, 
unless kept in repair at a constantly-increasing 
expenditure of money. 
That portion of tbe ronte passing through the 
Cicuega rancho, a distance of about three 
miles, is covered w ith water daring the w inter, 
and even in sum m er the water stands w ithin 
six inches of tne surface 
The ground is soft 
and elastic. Tho construction of a brick sewer 
on such ground and subject to the jar of heavy 
trains would, to say the least, be a difficult ana 
very expensive undertaking, and m ost unsat­ 
isfactory in results—in fact, it is doubtful if it 
oonld be m aintained in passsble repair. 
For a long distance the proposed rout* crosses 
the Ballona ranch, the 6nrface of w hich is 
nearly level and only a few feet above tide­ 
water. and daring the w inter m ouths It ia subject 
to overflow. The soil is soft, and the construc­ 
tion of a brick sew er nnder such conditions 
would be very expensive and unsatisfactory in 
result*. Having but little, if any, fall, it w oald 
be ner« s*ary to increaae the size of the sew er 
m aterially, so that it m ay be of the capacity of 
tbe upper end. It is m ore than probable that 
it would be found necessary to use an Iron pipe 
for at leist two m iles of the distance, so that 
tho sewage may be discharged under preaanre 
acroas this flat land. As to the storm drains, 
it 1< to be said that the natnral fall of our north 
and south streets is just enough, and not too 
much, to carry off the . ewage. If the pipes are 
not too large they will naturally flush ana tcomr 
them selves; if thenipes are too large,thece wage 
becomes m ore diffused, the stream m ore slug­ 
gish, and a sedim ent is deposited on the bot­ 
tom. N ow ,if we m ake tbe drains large enough 
to carry off storm w ater w ith tho sewage, we 
will have destroyed the utility of the sewer. 
More than this, we shall have positively 
vitiated the «ystem . For 11 month* and 20 days 
of (he year we w ill say these com bined storm 
aud sewage conduits are to be utilised for sew ­ 
age alone. For 10days they carry storm water us 
well. New, tbe storm water carries with 
gravel, etonos, sticks and every soit of rubbish 
This ditritns is liable to lodge at tbe bott> 
. 
and wheB, after the rains are over, the sluggish 
stream of sewage starts again, the precipitation 
of foul m atter will be greater than before 
W ith this accum ulation of filth and the sing 
gish stream s of sewage the large vacant spacc 
uf the conduit would be filled w ith noxious 
gasee, and our so-called storm -drain and sewei 
condnit w ould becom e sim ply an elongate) 
cesspool. Wc ought by all m eans to avoid the 
com bination of these two systems. The storm 
drains should be entirely detached from . • 
sewers.

COMMEKCIAL CONVENTION. 
m e e tin g o f 
tb e 
D e le g a tio n I t b o 
W ill lle p re s e n c L o * A n g e le * . 
The following gentlemen met in tu* 
rooms of the Chamber of Commerce 
terday aft'.noon: 
Myrick Reynold» 
General John R. Rrierly, Hervey Lind- 
ley, H. Z. Oeborne, Msjor, E. W. Jonea, 
Judge John Eaynea, General John R. 
Mathews and 8. W. Luitweiler. These 
constitute the regular delegation to ii r " 
Commercial Convention,which will m e et 
in San Francisco on the 29th, and most 
of the alternates. 
The purpose of the meeting was that 
those who were to attend the convention 
might talk over the various matters which 
would come up in tbe plan of diecuseion 
which had been outlined beforehand. 
These include the subsidy of mail steam­ 
ship routes to China and South America, 
the building of the Nicaragua canal, the 
conditions of the Inter-State Commerce 
law, which work injustice to the Coast, 
and other malter6 bearing on the com­ 
mercial interests of the State. 
These queelions were discussed by the 
members of the delegation with reference 
to their bearing in this part of tbe State. 
Objections have been made in certain 
quarters that the matters which will come 
before the convention will be largely 
those that will have an importance in 
the business a Hairs of San Francisco, but 
will not cut much figure here.

SEWAGE WATER FIGURES. 
T h e I 'r o d u r r N lslp p rd Iro n s S ta tio n * 
lu t h e V e rn o n U U trl t. 
What the Eewer water of this district 
is worth may be estimated from some 
figures given by the Southern Pacific, 
which goes through the district where 
the water is now carried. There are two 
stations in tho Vernon district; these are 
Winthrop and Yernondale. The former 
of these was established late in the year 
1888, and before the first of January, 
18S9, had exported 68 carloads of oranges, 
vegetables and general farm produce. In 
the first six months of 1889, 250 carloads 
were sent out from this same station. 
From Vernondale, which waB established 
at the beginning of 1889, 150 carloads 
were sent out in th^ first six months of 
the year. 
These figures include both local aud 
through freight. A good deal of the pro­ 
duce grown in these places is carried 
through Los Angeles to other points in 
tbe State. 
As a matter of fact these are about the 
only stations in this section of the 
country where produce to any consider­ 
able amount is grown and exported. 
Omitting barley it is doubtful whether 
all the other freightage cf this part of 
the county would equal that of Vernon­ 
dale and Winthrop. These are res. Its 
that come from the use of sewage on the 
lands and from that alone. The scheme 
of the Council, it might be added, pro­ 
poses to empty the sewage in the ocean.

B ailey at tim es m ade a g reat deal of 
m oney, w hich be spent recklessly.

T hen he w ent to San Francisco 
and opened a n office as broker.

A Great «controverted Q uestion—An 
Am using M lsaprrchenalon. 
A great question of jurisdiction is 
pending just now between the Federal 
Courts and those of the State of Cali­ 
fornia as to which tribunals should 
adjudicate on the etee of David Nagle, 
arraigned as having committed an 
offenee against the peace and dignity of 
CalUornia in San Joaquin county. We 
scarcely care to refer to Justice Field in 
this connection, because we think that 
every tittle of the evidence disclosed 
shows that accomplished gentleman and 
high dignitary to have been the 
victim Of an unprovoked and in­ 
defensible 
assault 
at 
the hands 
of David 8. Terry. 
As respects Jndge 
R eid and Judge Terry, there ie not, and 
there could not be, any question as to 
who was in the right. The distinguished 
Federal Judge, who is also a distin­ 
guished citizen, irresjective of his offi­ 
cial dignities, was eating his breakfast at 
Lathrop, as he had a right to do, there 
or anywhere, and he was assaulted while 
so doing, and it seems to us that it would 
have been a specially proper act on his 
p art to have gone before & San Joaquin 
county court, to have received there the 
specially deferential treatm ent which 
would have been accorded to him, and 
to have gone forth therefrom acquitted 
in the eyes of all men, of all shades of 
opinion, of any shadow or taint of wrong­ 
doing. 
To have taken this action would have 
been in exact line with a number of the 
adm irable and luminous opinions which 
M r. Justice Field has rendered from his 
place on the Supreme bench of the 
United 'States, many of them dissenting 
opinions, but not a whit the leasable, in­ 
teresting and authoritative on that ac- 
comit. 
The case of Deputy United States 
M arshal Nagle is an entirely different 
one. The utmost right which this man 
possessed, and in the days in which Mr. 
Justice Field delivered his most luminous 
opinions as a Federal Judge he would 
have taken the same ground, was to 
have preserved the peace, and to have 
placed Judge Terry under arrest. In 
previous issues of the H e r a l d we have 
shown that even in Europe, with the high 
monarchical privilege claimed in many 
of the despotic countries of that geo­ 
graphical division of the world, it is not 
thought necessary to execute on the spot 
m en who have tried to m nrder the sov­ 
ereign or his closest advisers. Certainly 
we should not claim in the United States 
a more immediate right divine than is 
even put forth in the “ effete” nations of 
the old world. If Emperor Wilhelm was 
eontent to have Dr. Nobeling arrested 
and tried, if Prince Bismarck was willing 
to allow the courts to dispose of the son 
of K arl Blind, surely a Deputy Marshal 
of the United 8tates, with the dead drop 
on him , should have arrested and not 
killed David 8. T erry! 
The result 
showed that the latter was without arms, 
there had been no attem pt to produce 
a weapon, and there is no law of a 
State or of the United State's which 
m akes a United States Deputy Marshal 
judge, jury and executioner, all in one. 
The Herald freely concedes that it is 
very unlikely that David Nagle would 
undergo any severe judgment even if 
tried by a jan ' ai San Joaquin county. 
But that the compliment to a just and 
not exaggerated idea of State sovereignty 
should be paid by his trial in a Califor­ 
nia conrt we unhesitatingly assert. 
Now comes the funny part of the busi­ 
ness, which is involved in the comments 
of many of the Eastern newspapers on 
Jndge Terry. They hold him up as a 
ruffian ab inilio, and instance his stab­ 
bing of one Hopkins, an emissary of the 
Vigilantes, of San Francisco, as a case in 
point; and certainly, never in the his­ 
tory of mundane affairs, was there ever 
a more ridiculous non itquilur. Waiving 
th e question of

merits 
of 
the 
organization 
of 
the 
Vig­ 
ilance Committee cf San Francisco, and 
doubtless it was productive of substan­ 
tial good, it was essentially an unlawful 
body. It sent Hopkins, one of its myr- 
midone, to arrest a citizen in the com­ 
pany of Judge Terry, who was at that 
tim e Chief Justice of the State of Cali­ 
fornia,and to bring him before its commit­ 
tee. With the courage that always char­ 
acterized him , Terry resisted the arrest 
of his friend, which was really an at­ 
tem pted abduction in the presence of the 
highest judicial officer of the State; a 
scuffle enshed and Terry plunged a 
knife into the neck of the leader of his 
assailants. 
This was a distinctively lawful act. 
H is duel with Broderick, in which the 
great leader of the Free Soil element of 
the Democratic party was killed, was not 
according to law, but was in strict ac­ 
cordance with the so-called code of honor 


The Danger Before Us. 
The address oi the committee oppos 
ing the bonds to build the Ballona out­ 
fall sewer served the purpose yesterday 
of throwing a flood of light upon the 
ruthless and extravagant scheme which 
a hungry ring are trying to foist upon 
this city.

To expend $508,000 to carry 
the rain water daring heavy stor ms from 
the hills to the river is a greater luxury 
than our people can afford just now 
That amount spent in paviDg the streets 
wosld iusure a conduit of tho storm rains 
to the river and ba a far better outlay for 
the city. Good gutters and good paved 
streets will carry the surplus rain water 
off finely until our city is thor­ 
oughly sewered, when the Balloon­ 
ists’ 
automatic 
thing-a-me 
can 
be brought into service to regulate the 
outflow of the excessive rains. 
But the whole scheme, from alpha to 
omega, bears the earmarks of a wasteful 
raid upon the treasury. We have now 
about twenty-two miles of eewers in the 
city. These have been paid for gen­ 
erally by the property-holders in direct 
assessment. 
If the proposed system 
should be carried out, we wonld only be 
at the threshold of sewer expenditure.

It is estimated 
that not less than $8,000,000 would be 
drawn from lot-holders for this purpose, 
over and above the taxes they would 
have to pay for interest upcn the bonds 
and for the sinking fund to redeem them 
This will all come upon us at a time of 
serious depression, when every other man 
is Btraining every nerve to hold on to his 
little property. Now pile all this extra­ 
ordinary and avoidable expense upon 
the average taxpayer and the load will 
be more than he can bear. There is no 
use turning our face away from facts, 
Not one property holder out of three in 
Los Angeles is in condition to stand any 
extra strain just now, and many of them 
will go to the wall if it is put upon them 
Do the people who are moving heaven 
and earth ».o load this city down with 
debt and to swell the taxes into unbeara­ 
ble proportions, know that they are 
aiming to produce the very condi 
tions 
that 
will 
make 
investors 
avoid our city as they have avoided 
Sacramento? 
That city in its early 
days got plastered* all over with 
bonds. The interest on those bonds so 
swells the tax-rate that whilst every 
other city in the State has gone ahead 
it has been almost at a standstill. The 
business part of Sacramento presents 
the same appearance today that it did 
quarter of a century ago, and is confined 
to almost the same lim its. Indebted 
ness, and a heavy rate of taxation to 
meet that indebtedness, is what has done 
the business for the capital city. Do the 
people of Los Angeles wish to bring about 
the same condition here? If so let 
them endorse with their votes the waste­ 
ful and useless Ballona outfall sewer 
scheme, with all its attendant extrava­ 
gances, and we shall soon be there. 
It is evident to our mind that there is 
powerful clique in this city, both in office 
and out, that are determined upon a 
wrecking and destructive policy. Under

public improvement, they are intent 
upon merely selfish and corrupt ends. 
Providing they gather plunder they care 
not a straw whether the city sinks or 
swims.

Another Deadly Collision 
Happens,

Associated Fre«Jdispitchet to the Herald., 
C h ic a g o , August 23.—Today the re­ 
markable story of George Dunning, the 
first publication of which appeared in 
several papers a few days ago, his name 
then being given as Donohue, was given 
auktoritative form for the first 
time. In an interview held in Joliet 
penitentiary, where Dunning is still con­ 
fined, he himself told the strange story 
which has been current for some time, 
and which exhaustive inquiry in Chicago 
appears to have confirmed in every de­ 
tail.D tnning is an intelligentlooking fel­ 
low. 23 years of age, with a smooth, rosy 
complexion, and an appearance that 
might take the fancy of almost any sus­ 
ceptible young girl. He was very reti­ 
cent when asked about how he had been 
railroaded to the penitentiary, ostensibly 
for burglary, but really for having won 
the heart of a millionaire’s daughter, and 
how the millionaire afterward had been 
blackmailed by an editor who had learned 
the facts. 
Dunning was sentenced to four years 
imprisonment and has eeven months of 
it yet before him . The young fellow 
whose fault in the millionaire'e eyes 
seems to have been his humble station, 
said that the story regarding his 
meeting and acquaintance with the 
millionaire’s daughter was true. 
HOW HE MET THE DAMSEL. 
Dunning was a newspaper circulator, 
running a route on the North Side. 
While in the pursuit of his calling he 
went to the millionaire’s door early 
every morning and was surprised after a 
time to learn that he had become an 
object of interest to the plutocrat’s only 
daughter, a handsome youDg girl just 
about entering society and chafing under 
the restraints that had been placed upon 
her. The lovers gradually came to meet 
about daybreak every morning for a few 
blisBÍul moments at the door oí the 
millionaire’s mansion. 
THE STERN PARENT’S CONSPIRACY. 
An inkling of the situation reached the 
prospective father-in-law, and young 
Dunning was soon afterward called to 
South Chicago, ostensibly to see a gen­ 
tleman regarding his sweetheart. While 
there he was m et by a person named 
Fraak Allen, with whom he was slightly 
acquainted. 
Suddenly, as the two were 
stan-ling together, ofiiceis came up and 
arrested them on the charge of burglary. 
Both were tried, convicted aud sen­ 
tenced to four years each. A few days 
later Allen’s sentence was reduced to 
one year, and after Dunning had been 
taken to the penitentiary Allen’s sen­ 
tence was again cut down by the hocus 
pocus of a new trial, aud he was re­ 
leased after a week in jail. 
HIS LAWYER BOUGHT OFF. 
W hen Dunning was arrested he was 
penniless and friendless, but the girl who 
loved him had sold her trinkets and 
hired a young lawyer to defend him. 
The millionaire, finding who was the 
lawyer, bought him off, and the latter 
persuaded Dunning to plead guilty as the 
only chance of saving him from a severe 
sentence. 
A hint of the real facts were obtained 
by the editor who subsequently figures in 
the story. The editor was at the time on 
the verge of ruin, and instead of publish­ 
ing the news, he promptly blackmailed 
the millionaire. Ten thousand dollars 
cash was the price of the news; sper 
m an’s silence. 
BRUTALLY TREATED IN PRISON. 
W hen the young unfortunate entered 
Joliet prison, it is said the officials were 
instructed to put him at the hardest and 
most trying kiud of work in the peniten­ 
tiary. Dunning was a man of slight 
bnild and waa soon badly UBed up. He 
had a backing cough and in every way 
presented a sickly appearance. A police 
official, who was an enemy of the editor 
and for personal reasons was running 
down the latter’s part in the affair, was 
horrified on góiDg to the prison to find 
the 
pitiable 
plight 
of 
Dunning 
The police 
mogul 
used his in­ 
fluence with the officers at the paniten- 
tiary to have him removed from the 
quarters he waa then in, and lighter 
work given him. At this time there had 
been two attempts made to get Dunning 
pardoned, but for some reason or other 
tho attempts proved fruitless. Dunning 
has been allowed to languish in prison 
despite everything until today. 
He appeared to fear to discuss his 
strange experience, thinking it would 
cause him trouble when he regains his 
liberty. When asked if he knew what 
had become of the lady, he stated that 
he had heard she was engaged and 
would soon be married to a Chicago man.

E x e c u tio n o f K o b r i li , th e M ontana 
murderer. 
S t. L o uis, August 23.—A special to the 
Republic from Butte, Montana, says 
llarry Roberto was hanged today for the 
murder of J. W . Crawford. The drop 
fell at 1:12, and Roberts’ neck was 
broken by the fall. Strong pressure was 
brought to bear by Grand Army 
men and a num ber of citizens to 
have 
the 
sentence commuted 
to 
liie imprisonment, and it was not until 
8:45 this morning that the condemned 
man abandoned all hope of pardon. 
When the Sheriff read the message from 
Governor White refusing to interfere 
with the law’s decree, Roberta did not 
weaken in the least. He died as he had 
lived, a cool and determined man. 
Roberts’ crime wss the unprovoked kill 
ing of Crawford on May 14 n last. Craw 
ford was a teamster under Roberts and 
they had a quarrel and Roberts shot him 
while drinking. 
A somewhat dramatic iucident was 
connected with ttie burial of Crawford 
He was a good-natured man, and hau 
many friends. 
His relatives all lived at 
Butler, Mo., and telegrams were sen1 
asking them what disposition should be 
made of his remains. No answer wu« 
received for two days, and the funeral 
procession with Crawford’s remains was 
en route to the cemetery when the Coro 
ner came rushing from the street with » 
telegram from relatives. This stated 
that 
they 
would 
like 
to 
have 
the remains, but were too poor to 
pay the expanses of embalming and 
shipping. A collection was taken up on 
the Bpot, the body brought back to town, 
embalmed and shipped, and all expenses 
paid. It was then discovered that $600 
too much had been subscribed. Ttiis 
amount was accordingly sent with the 
remains to the relatives.

Roadmaster J. A. Huuter was badly in­ 
jured, together with Beveral others 
George Douglass in the same car was also 
injured. In the accommodation train 
were many passengers, all of whom re­ 
ceived a terrible shaking, and some of 
whom were more or less ¡Djnred. R. J. 
Malley, trackm aster, of Parkersburg, and 
a member of the City Council, was badly 
injured. Jefferson Rose, baggage-mas­ 
ter of the accommodation, was also ser- 
ioUBly hurt. 
Tliree Engine» Wrecked. 
P o r tla n d , Ore., August 23.—A report 
has reached here of the wreck of a 
freight train and three engines on the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation Com­ 
pany’s line at Meacham in Eastern 
Oregon. The fireman of one of the en­ 
gines was killed outright. One engine is 
a completo wreck, and the others are 
badly smashed. 
The east bound freight was heavily

In 
the reaction it rolled to one side, which 
freed Barnhart, who had been caught in 
his cab by the crush, and narrowly es­ 
caped death.

Five Murderers Pay the Ex­ 
treme Penalty. 


qUAURUPLE HANaiNO AT GOTHAM 


Four W omau-Slayers H aused in a 
Bunch—A Teias Desperado 
Meets His Due. 


1 Associated Press D isp atch es to th e H e r a l d . 1 
New York, August 23.—Four murder­ 
ers of women—Patrick Packenham, Jack 
Lewis (cjlored), James Nolan and Fer­ 
dinand Carolin—were hanged in the 
yard oí the Tombs prison this morning. 
There were two scaffolds, and two men 
were hanged on each. Packenham and 
Nolan were first executed on the scaffold 
which was erected on the Franklin-street 
side of the prison. The drop fell at 6 :55 
o’clock. Eight minutes later Lewis and 
Carolin were banging from the scaffold 
on the Leonard-street side. 
Sheriff Flack and Under Sheriff Sex­ 
to n entered the prison at ti:35, 
followed by twenty Deputy Sheriffs, 
«11 in black clothes and wearing silk 
h a ts . 
Each official wore his badge 
of office and carried a stafl. 
They 
m a rc h e d into the cqj-ridor, ten of them 
ta k in g their places at the Leonard street 
sid e , an d the others on the Franklin 
s tre e t side. First, a jury of twelve men, 
an d tb e ne wp paper representatives entered 
the prison yard and two minutes later a 
seco n d set of jurors filed in and marched 
to th e ir places. 
THE FIRST PAIR HANGED. 
The last rites of the church were ad­ 
ministered to Packenham and Nolan and 
at 6:40 they emerged from the jail, ac­ 
companied by three priests. Tbe arms 
of the condemned men were pinione-l 
and over the shoulder of each hung a 
black cap. Packenham ’a face was of a 
ghastly pallor, but bis step was firm, 
and he looked unflinchingly into the 
faces around him. Nolan hardly ap­ 
peared to realize his position. There was 
a half defiant look on his countenance. 
After the men had taken their places 
on the Bcaffold they grasped the hands of 
the priest, wringing them fervently. 
Then Hangman Atkinson tied a cord 
about the legs of Nolan just above the 
ankles. His assistant did a like service 
for Packenham. 
In a twinkling the 
black capa were adjusted, and at a signal 
from Atkinson the bodies were both 
jerked into the air. 
At 7:10 Nolan and Packenham were 
pronounced dead, but their bodies were 
Krmitted to hang for fifteen minutes 
3ger. 
PREPARING FOR THE NEXT. 
While this scene was being enacted 
preparations were being made for what 
proved to be the most shocking 
-spectacle 
that 
ever 
took 
place 
within the walls of the Tombs prison. 
The I anging of Carolin and Lewis, in 
several aspects, was probably unparal­ 
leled. A gaunt, sallow faced man had 
come around from where Packenham 
and Nalan were dangling, and made a 
brief inspection of the instrument of 
death. Then he disappeared, and a 
minute later Hangman Atkinson, im­ 
mediately after finishing his first job, 
came around back of the prison and stood 
behind a box. Now Carolin and Lewis, 
with the priests, came through the door. 
Lowis, the negro, walked unsteadily 
the first dozen paces, but quickly recov­ 
ered himself. 
He was smiling, and as 
he caught sight of a deputy who had 
bean especially kind to him, he walked 
over.and seized his hands. Then he shook 
hands with two more. Father Gehans 
gently urged him toward the rope that 
was to strangle him. He smiled and 
looked fearlessly around him. 
A SCENE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 
Carolin had the butt end of a cigar be­ 
tween his U ds and was puffiing vigor­ 
ously, blowing great clouds of smoke into 
the faces of the priests. His face was as 
pale as the face of the dead and the 
scowl upon it was almost demoniacal. 
He glanced at the priests as he 
turned 
around and felt the rope 
touch his 
shoulders. 
Spitting the 
cigar 
stump from his mouth he 
broke out into blasphemy that horrified 
the spectators. 
Atkinson had just 
pinioned his legs. Looking sullenly at 
the priests, he suddenly exclaimed : “I 
die an innocent man, G—d— it. I didn’t 
do this. 
Lewis, who had been pinioned, half 
turned his head and, addressing his 
companion, said: "W hat’s the matter 
with you, anyway? W hy don’t you die 
like a man?” 
"I will die like a man!” shrieked 
Carolin, his face turning perfectly livid. 
“ I will die like a man, an innocent 
m an!” 
HIS BLASPHEMY CUT SHORT. 
The words were scarcely out of his 
mouth before Atkinson had clapped the 
black cap over the murderer’s face. The 
assistant hangman covered Lewis’ face. 
At the same moment Afkinson gave the 
signal and the weight fell. Instead of 
bounding up as Packenham and Nolan 
bad done, the miserable wretches went 
into the air with so little force 
that 
there 
was 
scarcely 
any 
rebound at all. Lewis immediately 
began to struggle in a most sickening 
manner. He throw his legs about so 
violently as to kick off his slippers. 
Then he began to gargle and choke. A 
raspy, wheezy sound came from under 
the horrible cap for fully ten seconds. 
His body turned aod swayed, and the 
contortions were so painful that half a 
dozen men turned away their heads. 
The poor creatures were slowly strangled. 
Carolin’a body was violently contorted, 
but he uttered no sound. The weight 
fell at 7:03 o’clock and at 7:10 both men 
were dead. The four bodies hung for 
half an hour, and were then cut down 
and placed in plain coffins. 
CAROLIN CALLED INSANE, 
By many persons Carolin, who was a 
German, was not believed to be of sound 
mind, although experts on his trial de­ 
clared him sane. There seemed to be a 
screw loose somewhere, and every pris­ 
on-keeper and Deputy Sheriff who ever 
had to watch him said so. He murdered 
a woman, who passed as his wife, in a 
small bat:* room in a Stanton-street ten­ 
ement.

A TEXAS DESPEADO EXECUTED. 
San A ntonio, August 23.—Jim McCoy, 
a noted desperado, was hanged here to­ 


day. The crime for which he suffered 
was the killing of Sheriff McKinney. 
Jim McCoy was one of the moet notor­ 
ious desperadoes in Soutweetern Texas 
during the last fifteen years. 
No’iody 
knows how many men he murdered. He 
successfully combatted five murder trials. 
Four years ago he lost his right leg from 
a wound received in a street fight in 
Cotulla. 
He wa* one of the moet 
daring and heartless 
members 
of 
the Alita 
Pen 
gang, 
a combin­ 
ation 
of 
the woist outlaws that 
ever existed 
in 
that 
part 
of 
Texas. They terrorized that section for 
years, until Captain Charlie McKinney 
came along and inaugurated a war of 
extermination against them. McKinney, 
as 8her;ff of LaSal'e county, thinned 
their ranks until Jim McCoy and Bud 
Crenshaw were about the only members 
left. Fearing McKinney, they decoyed 
him to Twohig Station, a few miles 
from Co ulla county seat, where they 
had plotted to murder him, saying a 
rape had been committed there, and 
the Sheriff’s presence was needed. Mc­ 
Kinney, accompanied by a deputy 
named „ Edwards, boarded a train 
at 
Cotulla, 
and 
on 
its arrival 
at Twohig, was met by Crenshaw 
and McCoy, who proffered to them the 
use of their horsea to ri«le to the house 
where the alleged crime had been com­ 
mitted. McKinney mounted one of the 
horses, and, while inquiring the direc­ 
tion, Crenahaw pressad the muzzle of a 
Winchester under his chin and fired, the 
ball penetrating the victim’s head. The 
Sheriff fell to the ground dead. Mean­ 
while McCoy, who was standing close to 
Edwards, fired at him and wounded the 
deputy in the shoulder. Edwards’ horee, 
however, frightened by the shoot­ 
ing, dashed off’, otherwise the dep­ 
uty would undoubtedly have shared 
the fate of his superior. 
Crenshaw and 
McCoy made their escape, the former 
being killed by a State ranger shortly 
afterwards. 
McCoy beat around the 
bush a few weeks and, becoming sick and 
starved, gave himself at Cotulla. On a 
change of venue tbe case was brought to 
this county, where, after a Btubborn legal 
fight for two days, a verdict was returned 
against him.

on T hursday, h an d ed down a decision for 
the plaintiff in an action brought in th e 
nam e of th e people of the 8 tate of C ali­ 
fornia against th e 
C ahuenga 
V alley 
R ailroad 
C om pany, 
to 
ab ate 
a 
public nuisance. 
T he suit is b ro u g h t by 
th e A ttorney-G eneral and is upon the 
relation of A. H . M erwin and W . E . 
Rogers. 
T he com plaint alleges th a t the 
d efendant keeps a n d m aintains a railroad 
track upon certain public streets of the 
city of Los A ngeles and causea cars pro­ 
pelled by steam engines to pass over and 
upon th e «am e. 
T h at said engines in 
passing along said streets cause a great 
deal of noise, e m it volum es of dense 
black em oke and great qu an tities of 
cinders. 
T h at th e rails of said road 
project in plaeeb fro m th ree 
to five 
inches above th e grade of said streets, 
an d th at th e m aintaining and operation 
of said road h in d ers and obstructs the 
free use and enjoym ent of said streets by 
th e public. 
It is also alleged th a t the 
opera! iou of said road on said stre e ts by 
defendant is w ithout license or au th o rity 
of law and is a public nuisance. 
T he answ er of defendant denies that 
the operation of said road is w ithout au­ 
thority of law , an d sets forth O rdinance 
No. 271 of th e C ity of Los Angeles, g rant­ 
ing a right-of-w ay to John S. M alt m an 
and o th e rs ; an assignm ent to Tam es Mc­ 
L aughlin of the franchise granted by said 
ordinance ; th e building of said railroad 
by M cLaughlin u n d er said franchise and 
assignm ent, and th a t the d efendant has 
succeeded to th e ow nership of raid road 
and franchise. 
It denies th a t th e opera­ 
tion of said road by defendant constitutes 
a nuisance. 
T he decision tre a ts 
principally the 
points of law raised by the pleadings in 
reference to th e jurisdiction of th e Court 
and form of rem edy. 
Judge C lark holds 
th at the Superior C ourt h as jurisdiction 
an d th at th e rem edy is by equitable pro­ 
ceedings : 
H e says 
“ I am of th e opinion th a t th e allega­ 
tions of th e com plaint th at th e engines 
of th e defendant, in paseiog along said 
streets, cause a great noise, em it large 
quantitiee of sm oke and cinders, frighten 
horses, and th at the iron rails of said 
road project in placee from th re e to five 
inches above th e grade of said streets, 
and th at th e m aintaining and operation 
of said road obstructs th e free passage 
and prevents th e use in th e custom ary 
m an n er of said streete, w ere proven by 
a preponderance of the testim ony ad­ 
duced at th e trial. 
I t follows, therefore, 
th at 
if 
th e operation of said road be 
w ithout law ful au th o rity , it constitutes a 
public nuisance, and m ust be abated, 
unless som e of th e technical points m ade 
by defendant be w ell taken. 
T he points 
m ade by defendant are briefly aefollow s: 
F irst—T h at th e Court is w ithout ju ris­ 
diction. 
Second—T h at th e rem edy sought and 
the m ethod of procedure tak en is im ­ 
proper and w ithout au th o rity of law . 
T hird—T h at th e right of th e defendant 
to operate its road under its franchise, 
and th e rig h t of th e m unicipal corpora­ 
tion of th e city of Los A ngeles to grant 
said franchise can be inquired into by 
direct proceeding only, and n o t upon 
collateral attack. 
F o u rth —T hat th e defen d an t is operat­ 
ing its railroad under law ful au th o rity , 
and it cannot, therefore, be deem ed a 
nuisance. 
The decision is th at the ordinance '271) 
granting th e franchise is a n u llity , be­ 
cause th e city h as no power to grant a 
franchise for a railroad to be oparatsd by 
steam , and th a t th e operation of th e Ca- 
huenga V alley railroad is a nuisance 
w hich m ust be ab ated. 
The plaintiffs 
are directed to draw th e findings and 
judgm eut.” 
T he case will be appealed.
